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THREE CONVOYS FOIL WOLFPACK 


Clark Storms 
Strongholds 
Qn Rome Road 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, AL- 
GIERS, Dec, 5.—(’)—American in- 
fantry has stormed key strong- 
holds on heavily fortified Mount 
Maggiore, 1,500-foot bastion on the 
southwestern flank of the Mignano 
pass to Rome, in the blazing, all- 
out battle into which the Germans 
have thrown more than nine divis- 
ions to hold their winter line, Al- 
lied headquarters announced today. 

On either end of the line both 
the American Fifth Army and 
the famous British Eighth have 
cast their full power into the of- 
fensive for the first time since the 
invasion of Italy. 

British troops with the Fifth 
have captured an important ridge, 
2,800-foot Monte Camino, also on 
the southern flank of the road 


from Mignano to Rome. 


Three of the most formidable 
heights in the Mont Camino area 
now are in Allied hands, the Al- 
giers United Nations radio said in 
a broadcast recorded by Reuters 
at Londen. 

On sAhe hard-fought Adriatic 
flank the Eighth Army captured 
San Vito, 16 miles below the stra- 
tegic port of Pescara, but so tough 
was German resistance that the 
men of General Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery were forced to give 
up newly-captured Orsogna to a 
determined, tank-led counterat- 
tack. ¢ 

Heavy Nazi Losses. 


A communique from the 15th 
Army group headquarters of con- 
servative General Sir Harold 
Alexander, General Eisenhower's 
deputy commander-in-chief, de- 
scribed the losses of the German 
Tenth Army as “heavy.” 

“We have achieved very im- 
portant local successes,” said a 
headquarters spokesman, “in some 


places on the mountains the Ger- 


mans had dug into solid rock to 
a depth of eight feet and had to be 
driven out in hand-to-hand com- 
bat.” 

In the third day of the Fifth 
Army’s smashing attack, yester- 
day, the battle developed intbd an 
almost entirely infantry-artillery 
affair as rain cut Allied air activ- 
ity to a minimum. 

The Royal Navy took a hand 
in the show on December 1, the 
destroyers Troubridge, Palladin 
and Teazer carrying out a bom- 
bardment of Minturno just ahead 
of the western end of Lieutenant 
General Mark W.. Clark’s line. 

Mount Maggiore and Mount 
Camino are between three and 
four miles southwest of Mignano 
through which’ Highway No. 6 
curves through towering moun- 
tains toward Rome. 

Clark’s Army faces the task of 
taking these other fortified 
heights to the north before it can 
break into the plain where armor 
can be used. 

Bitter Opposition. 

The Germans are contesting ev- 
ery inch of ground and counter- 
attacking desperately in an effort 
to regain their strongholds. West 
of Flignano American troops beat 
off several determined German 
attacks. 

Latest intelligence reports dis- 
closed the following German divi- 
sions are in the line along ‘the 
front facing the Fifth Army: 29th 
15th armored grenadiers, 
and the 44th, 305th and 94th in- 
On the Eighth Army front

No mention was made of what 
German divisions are in reserve 
close to Rome, although it is 
known the Germans have been 
drawing troops from Marshal Er- 
win Rommel’s pool in the north 
to meet the Allied attack. 

Although weather reduced air 
support over the front, six Ger- 
man planes were shot down dur- 
ing yesterday. No, Allied planes 
were lost. 

RAF Spitfires over Albania and 
Yugoslavia during 
stroyed a JU-52 near Berati air- 
field, south of Tirana, and a JU-88 
over Podgorica.

Just last week, 16-month-old 
Marie returned from the hospital 
where she had been for several 
weeks in a serious struggle with 
pneumonia. 

She and Junior have been sleep- 
ing together in a room in which 
there is no heat. City physicians 
have told Mrs. R., that it is imper- 
ative the convalescing child have 
a bed of her own. That bed must 
be in a@ room where there is a 
stove. 

Marie also needs cod liver oil 
and frit juices. Mrs. R. is buy- 
ing this. expensive diet even 
though the rest of the family has 
to do without proper food.

Only bad weather saved the U- 
boats from further losses, the air 
ap may said. 

An official air ministry com- 
munique attributed the triumph 
to RAF Coastal Command craft 
and bombers of the American 
Navy operating with the Coastal 
Command in its constant lookout 
patrols over the Atlantic sea- 
lanes. 

Convoys Safe. 

It was indicated that the con- 
voys thus protected got through 
safely without loss. The dates of 
the beginning and end of the run- 
ning battle between the planes 
and the lurking U-boats were not 
specified. 

Announcing that the enemy 
submarine packs had _ suffered 
“severe losses,” the communique 
said that three U-boats were at- 
tacked from the‘air during the 
first day by planes from Iceland 
which were escorting two con- 
voys. 

The U-boats were not sighted 
near the convoys but on the dis- 
tant approaches to the Allied 
ships. It was not known whether 
any of thetthree Nazi submarines 
attacked iff the’ initial encounter 
ris hit or damaged by near- 

its. 

The next day  four-engined 
RAF-manned Liberators (B-24’s) 
of the coastal command relieved 
the planes from Iceland in escort- 
ing the two convoys while Hud- 
sons and Venturas of the U. S. 
Navy staged offensive sweeps over 
the neighboring waters. 

Deadly Straddle. 

After dawn one of the Hudsons 
spotted and attacked a U-boat in 
weather which was so thick that 
it was impossible to observe* the 
results. Later, however, another 
American naval plane, a Ventura, 
sighted a U-boat, probably the 
Same one, on the surface and 
straddled it with depth charges. 

The German submarine sank, 
leaving 30 survivors. splashing 
around in the water before they 
were picked up. 

Two hours later, the communi- 
que recounted, a Liberator sighted 
another U-boat and made two at- 
tacks. Depth charges from the big 
bomber exploded underneath the 
enemy submersible and sank it. 


Twenty to 25 survivors escaped | 


from that doomed vessel. 

Another Liberator meanwhile 
signaled by radio that it was at- 
tacking a U-boat.

Wearing Same Clothes. 

“I was wearing the same clothes 
I have on now. (This is an oddly 
camouflaged Marine attack outfit, 
which he says he is getting right 
attached to after living in it for 
13 days.) I also had a pack over 
my shoulder. It had some rations 
and some camera equipment in it. 
I was carrying it over my shoul- 
der because I wanted to be able 
to drop it quickly when we got to 
the beach. But -*> never got to 
the beach. 

“I’m not sure whether our boat 
was actually hit by a shell or 
whether coral or something else 
caused it to sink. It went down 
quickly. I had two cameras. One 
I was using ‘to get long-shot pic- 
tures of smoke columns and firing 
on the beach. The other I was 
going to use for close-ups when we 
hit shore. 

“When the boat went down I 
held the cameras above my head. 
The water was up to my neck. I 
still think I might have made 
shore if it. hadn’t been for shell 
holes in the coral.

Japanese planes made their first 
retaliatory attack on American 
forces that captured the Gilbert 
islands while United States Liber- 
ators made repeated raids on the 
heretofore untouched Japanese 
seaplane base in the Kapingma- 
rangi atoll, 1,200 miles farther 
west. 

Both actions were revealed by 
Pacific fleet headquarters yester- 
day. ‘ 

Enemy bombers caused slight 
damage and wounded three men 
on Tarawa atoll but caused no 
damage to Makin—two Gilbert 
bases they reached after three pre- 
vious abortive attempts. 

In contrast three strikes by Lib- 
erators all scored on Hare island 
in the Kapingamarangi atoll, only 
400 miles south by east of the Jap- 
anese stronghold of Truk and 800 
miles northwest of Guadalcanal in 
the Solomons. A fleet spokesman 
said the base was badly crippled. 
Hare island was used by the Jap- 
anes@ as a stepping stone from 
Truk to Rabaul, New Britain, 
hinge of its southern defenses now 
threatened by the Allies from the 
Solomons and New Guinea. 


Japs Thrown Back. 


Australian troops and artillery 
threw back three Japanese coun- 
terattacks before Wareo on New 
Guinea’s Huon peninsula Saturday 
and then tightened their lines in a 
developing encirclement of that 
stubbornly-defended mountaintop 
position. 

Fighting was centered in a half- 
mile area separating Wareo from 
previously-captured Kuanko to the 
southeast. The Australians here 
were battling hardened victors of 
MSattelberg who already had fought 
four bitter miles north to the out- 
skirts of Wareo in a week of jun- 
gle skirmishing. 

They caught the full weight of 
the enemy counterattacks and re 
pulsed them with the help of ar- 
tillery. 

Air power continued to lend a 
hand to the ground advance, rip- 
ping the enemy’s rear positions 
along the north shore of the pe- 
ninsula. Light bombers and at- 
tack planes swept the length of 
the enemy positions with ma- 
chinegun fire and 39 tons of ex- 
plosives. 


Yanks Aid Chinese.

The Russian communique, re- 
corded here by the Soviet monitor, 
said Russian troops, despite cling- 
ing Ukraine mud, were continuing 
their push west and southwest of 
Kremenchug, and had captured 
three Nazi strongpoints after stub- 
born fighting. 

German troops continuing their 
infantry and tank attacks against 
the Russians’ Dnieper river bridge- 
head in‘the Sherkasy area were 
repulsed, the war bulletin said. By 
expanding their holding below 
Kremenchug westward the Rus- 
sians apparently are attempting to 


relieve the pressure on the Cher- 


kasy ‘bridgehead. ' 

The communique also contained 
a belated disclosure of the landing 
of German sea-borne forces a few 
days ago at the mouth of the Dnie- 
per river—a landing which it said 
was completely wiped out by reso- 
lute Soviet counterattacks. 

German losses in this operation 
were declared to total 700 dead 
and*the Russians took 500 prison- 
ers. The Nazi landings were made 
on Kindurinskaya Kosa, and the 
enemy captured Vordtadt and Po- 
krovskey Khutara before the So- 
viet counterblows developed, the 
war bulletin said.* 

Zhiobin Battle Rages. 

The Soviet monitor and the 
British ministry of information 
both recorded reports that battles 
were being fought on the ap- 
proaches to Zhlobin, the important 
junction of the Leningrad-Odessa 
and Comel-Minsk railways. The 
Russians last were reported eight 
miles away on a drive from the 
southeast up the Gomel rail line.

50,000 Italians 
Behind Nazis 


BARCELONA, Spain, Dec. 5.— 
(/P)—German forces retreating be- 
fore General Sir Bernard L. Mont- 
gomery’s Eighth Army’s drive up 
the Adriatic coast face a rear 
threat from an Italian Army esti- 
mated at 50,000 strong gathered 
in the mountains of Abruzzi. 

This Army of Premier Pietro 
Badoglio, which retired into the 
Gran Sasso and Morrone moun- 
tains just south of the Pescara 
valley, has been steadily reinforc- 
ed during the past month by 
youths escaping from German- 
controlled areas of Italy. 

An Argentine citizen who ar- 
rived here from Italy only last 
week said some estimates place 
the Abruzzi mountain forces at 
100,000, of whom about 50,000 are 
armed, and said they were pre- 
paring for action against the Nazi 
rearguard. 

20,000 in Regular Army. 

According to reports from the 
border and this neutral informant, 
the forces includes at least 20,000 
soldiers who were in Italy’s regu- 
lar Army prior to the armistice. 

They have been living on re- 
duced rations and have been con- 
serving their ammunition for just 
such an opportunity to strike at 
the Germans as is now presented 
by the Eighth Army’s Sangro riv- 
er breakthrough. 

Most of the newcomers, either 
former soldiers or youths escap- 
ing the German and Fascist mo- 
bilization since the armistice, 
brought their own guns, or have 
been armed from stores controlled 
by regular Army units. 

Some reports say the Italian 
forces have already made guer- 
rilla-type stabs at the retreating 
Germans, and to have cut the 
trans-peninsular Rome-Pescara 
railroad, which is now the Ger- 
man’s only east-west line south of 
Ancona, 

Nazi Retreat Hinted. 

The Argentine, who asked that 
his name be withheld because of 
possible reprisals against members 
of his family still in Italy, said 
the Nazis in central Italy, partic- 
ularly the Rome area, are now 
“acting as if they are on the eve 
of a hurried departure from the 
midst of a people they hate and 
who hate them.” 

He said that when the Germans 
seize goods belonging to Italian 
citizens they had cut slips of pa- 
per falsely promising, ‘“Pagara 
Badoglio”—Badoglio will pay. 

“A sqfiad of Germans under the 
command of a lieutenant walked 
into the largest store in Tivoli and 
in my presence ordered the clerks 
to pile their truck full of rationed 
foodstuff and many luxury foods,” 
the Argentine said. 

“Pagara Badoglio.” 

“They gave the excited proprie- 
tor merely a slip of paper before 
they drove off. He showed it to 
everybody, including me, and it 
bore only two words, ‘Pagara Ba- 
doglio’,” 

A car belonging to the Argen- 
tine embassy chancellor was seiz- 
ed by a group of German soldiers 
who gave the chancellor a “Pa- 
gara Badoglio” slip, but the car 
was returned after the embassy 
lodged a strong protest with the 
German commander at Rome. 

Some districts of Rome were 
still without water and electricity 
last week, he reported, as the Ger- 
mans have repaired only those 
damaged services they consider to 
be in essential military zones. 

Dysentery is widespread, and 
other diseases due to bad food 
and water are increasing rapidly, 
he said.

Bombers Rake 


French Targets 


LONDON, Dec. 5.—(4)—Ameri- 
can and British air might turned 
from its methodical destruction of 
German cities today to deliver a 
smashing blow against enemy tar- 
gets in occupied France. 

United States heavy and wmedi- 
um bombers and fighters took a 
leading part in the daylight bom- 
bardment assaults which cost the 
Eighth Air Force 11 heavy bomb- 
ers against the destruction of 11 
Nazi fighters. The crews of two 
of the wrecked bombers are safe. 

Hardly had the American bomb- 
ers bedded down for the night 
when formations of RAF night 
bombers were heard passing over 
Channel towns on the way to the 
continent. 

Other fighters made offensive 
sweeps over Nazi territory. One 
fighter was lost during the day’s 
operations. 

The daylight assaults were a 
sequel to Mosquito attacks on tar- 
gets in western Germany last 
night and mine-laying activities by 
other RAF planes. One plane was 
lost by the mine-layers. 

Allied war planes now are al- 
most continuously over Europe, 
and last week not 24 hours passed 
without bombs falling on German 
soil, 

The weakening of the German 
air force even in purely defensive 
operations was demonstrated clear- 
ly last week by its inability to de- 
fend Leipzig when British heavy 
bombers feinted at Berlin Friday 
night and then banked to smother 
Leipzig with 1,500 tons of bombs.

CABBAGE PLENTIFUL 


Use Often in Various Dishes 


By Sally Saver. 


Cabbage is plent-ful 
markets these days, and because 
it helps the war effort for us to 
use ] plentiful foods as far as 
possible, I am offering suggestions 
for using cabbage. Canned sauer- 
kraut has disappeared from many 
grocery shelves, so perhaps you 
will want to make some of your 
own. Here’s a recipe using 10 
pounds of cabbage, though pro- 
portions may be adjusted for any 
number of pounds. 

Homemade Sauerkraut. 

Remove discovered leaves from 
19 pounds of firm cabbage and 
shred cabbage fine. M.x % cup 
salt thoroughly with the cabbage, 
then pack down in a stone crock. 
Pack down well with a potato 
masher but do not bruise cab- 
bage. Cover crock with a cloth, 
then with a plate weighted 
down with a jar of water, this is 
to keep the cabbage under the 
brine which forms as the § salt 
draws the juice from the cab- 
bage. Keep crock in a tempera- 
ture of about 86*degrees and let 
stand unt:l fermentation stops, 
which will be from 10 to 20 days. 
Each day remove the cloth and 
rinse it, also remove scum that 
forms on top of cabbage. When 
fermentation ceases, drain off 
juice, saving it, and pack kraut 
in hot, sterilized jars. Fill jars 
to overflowing with kraut fuice, 
and procé$s jars 30 minutes in 
hot water bath. Seal completely. 
If there is not enough juice to 
cover kraut, add brine made by 
dissolving 2 tablespoons salt in 1 
quart of water. 

Sauerkraut may also be made 
by mixing 1 scant tablespoon salt 
with 1 quart shredded cabbage 
and packing directly into jars. Do 
not seal jars, and remove scum 
as it forms. When fermentation 
stops, process jars 30 minutes in 
hot water bath and seal.

Cook 4 young, medium-sized 
beets until tender: ‘peel and chop 
fine, being careful to save all 
beet juice. Put 1 quart boiling 
water in saucepan, add table- 
spoon grated onion, the juice of 
the beets, 2 tablespoons lemon 
juice and 1% pounds shredded 
cabbage. Cover and boil 10 min-

Add the chopped beets, 4 
bouillon cubes, 2 cups more of 
boiling water, and salt to taste. 
Boil 15 minutes longer and serve 
in deep soup plates with a spoon- 
ful of sour cream on top of each 
portion. Serve with rye bread

Meat Balls With Sweet-Sour 
Cabbage. 

Chop 2% pounds cabbage fine, 
and put in saucepan with 1 cup 
boiling water, % cup vinegar, 2 
teaspoons salt, 1 teaspoon celery 
seeds or a sprig of dill and 2 ta- 
blespoons sugar. Cover and ‘boil 
rapidly 15 minutes. While cab- 
bage is cooking mix 1 pound 
hamburger meat with 1 teaspoon 
salt, 3 slices stale bread, soaked 
‘n hot water and squeezed out, 1 
teaspoon grated lemon peel and 
2 tablespoons thick sour cream. 
Shape into small balls, roll in 
flour and brown quickly in hot 
fat. When cabbage has cooked

Stir in lightly beaten egg. Form 
into a large flat cake slightly 
larger than the baking’ dish. Re- 
move cover from partly cooked 
cvabbage and place meat cake 
over top, pressing edges against 
ungreased sides. When meat is 
browned lay thin slices of cheese 
over top, sprinkle with buttered 
crumbs and return to moderate 
oven long enough to melt cheese. 
Baking time in all, 30 minutes.

If you have to straighten out 
a swayback to reduce your hips, 
here are the exercises that will do 
it—and tone the stomach muscles. 

Position: Lying on back on 
floor with knees flexed, hands 
grasping kneecaps. 

Movement: Work the hip mus- 
cles, pull with hands, and yank 
alternate knees close to chest. 
Keep it up for 10 counts, later 
25. Then rest for a minute with 
arms clasping flexed knees to 
chest. 


Position: Sit with back against 
wall, legs straight out on floor in 
front, knees together. Press en- 
tire back flat against wall from 
small of back to back of head. 


Movement: Pull up and in with 
lower abdominal muscles as you 
bend over and see how far past 
your toes you can slide outstretch- 
ed hands. Keep your back straight 
and bend from the hips. Come 
back to position and repeat five 
times, later 10. Rest up for the 
next exercise by sitting still in 
the starting position—back flat- 
fened against wall, abdominal 
muscies pulled up and in.

Physical Activity Essential

Most of the drinking, social, oc- 
casional, secret, steady or periodic, 
it seems to me, is done by youths 
and young adults who contrive to 
avoid exercise, work or active 
play. By active play I mean ac- 
tually playing the game rather 
than watching oth.rs play. 


Sedentation—the pursuit or at- 
tainment of a sedentary mode of 


life—had come to be almost the. 


American way of life up to the 
beginning of the war. Gas ration- 
ing and restrictions on pleasure 
driving have brought about no 
little improvement in our way of 
life. A good many Americans 
walk, ride bicycle or skate around 
the corner to the grocery store for 
a stick of gum today. Before the 
war they would have driven 
around for it or had it delivered. 

Ill effeéts of repressed emotion 
—such effects as hypertension 
(high blood pressure), exophthal- 
mic goitre, gastric or duodenal 
ulcer, mucous “cglitis” (colon de- 
rangement)—are typical ailments 
of sedentary folk. Motion is the 
natural, normal reaction to, ex- 
pression of or antidote for emo- 
tion. Under the conventions of 
civilization we can’t always react 
to emotion by fighting or running 
away, but there’s no rule against 
walking, running, chopping wood, 


spading the garden, shoveling the 
sidewalk, playing a game of ten- 
nis, golf, three-old-cat, or going 
through some brisk setting-up ex- 
ercises. Any kind of action, mo- 
tion, work, play, exercise uses up 
the energy released by emotion, 
whereas if one just sits tight, 
striving to keep calm under, emo- 
tional stress, the entire body ma- 
chinery suffers much as an auto- 
mobile engine suffers if you race 
the motor with clutch disengaged. 

The excitement or thrill a base- 
ball, football or boxing fan expe- 
riences is injurious especially to 
the white collar or sedentary spec- 
tator, less harmful to the specta- 
tor who gets a fair amount of ex- 
ercise every day. It would be far 
better for the physical and moral 
health of the nation if sedentary 
folk would take their diversion or 
recreation4playing their own game 
instead of sitting in the grand- 
stand or bleachers screaming and 
having hysterics, and occasiqnally 
a stroke,

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Third Year of War 


This week marks the third year of the war 
for the United States. The second anniversary 
of Pearl Harbor will be with us tomorrow. 

It seems much longer than two years ago 
that the Sunday dinners of the nation were 
interrupted by the, then, fantastic news that 
the Japanese had bombed Pearl Harbor even 
as their representatives waited to discuss 
“peace” with Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 

We were hit hard at Pearl Harbor. Most 
of our Pacific fleet was wiped out. We were 
left without much protection and the whole 
course of the war changed. Our fleet, which 
might have been able to protect other Pacific 
spots, was gone. 

The mystery remains why the Japs did not 
strike again. We may never know why we 
were spared the time to get ready. But we 
were spared. We did get ready. 

That first year of war was sickening. Day 
after day the news was bad. We lost the 
Phillipines. The English were driven out of 
the Pacific. The Dutch fell. It was defeat, day 
after day. Japan spread out and took posses- 
sion of.a great ring of islands, protecting her 
real riches. 

Our progress, slow but sure, since Pearl 
Harbor has been almost unbelievable. Our 
production figures have been unprecedented. 
Our Navy is three times as strong as it was 
before the Japs struck. We have begun the 
job of retaking, at great cost, what the Japs 
took so easily because of our lack of prepara- 
tion. We are paying with lives and money 
for our years of pacifism and unwillingness to 
realize that this nation must always be a part 
of any great struggle in the world. 

We are on the way back. The tide slowly 
turns in our favor. But, the optimists to the 
contrary, the way still seems long as returning 
prisoners, fresh from Japanese prisons, tell us 
it is. 

But, even as our enemies now know they 
cannot win it, they still have left us the big 
job of demonstrating they can lose it. They 
still believe they have captured enough riches 
in raw materials and workers, to hold most 
of what they have and force a peace. 

We must be on guard against those who 
will argue for such a peace. 
back at Pear! Harbor, steel ourselves to finish 
this one so that Japan and Germany will not 
again want war. 

‘We must make this victory mean a better 
world for us and all others in it. The job is 
difficult because we have had to sacrifice very 
little. It is not easy to be comfortable and 
determined. But we must make the home 
front match the war front. That will be the 
great task for the third year of the war.

Following the Nazi invasion of the Low 
Countries and the collapse of France, the Ger- 
man Luftwaffe swept over England night after 
night, sowing death and destruction. Goeb- 
bels howled in ghoulish glee as he boasted over 
the radio how England would be bombed into 
submission. 

Gradually the British air defense was built 
up, the RAF increased in number of bombers, 
fighter planes and efficiency of flyers; hun- 
dreds of planes and trained operators arrived 
from America and eventually it became unsafe 
for the Nazis to attempt bombing England. 
Now raids are made by iust a few planes at 
a time and at irregular intervals; the defense 
is so effective little damage is done and few 
of the Nazi planes return across the Channel. 

Night after night great numbers of RAF 
planes bomb enemy objectives in. Germany and 
occupied areas, and the Americans follow up 
in daylight raids Hamburg has been de- 
stroyed, a third of Berlin is in ruins and nu- 
merous other German cities have been de- 
molished. Thousands have been killed and 
other thousands injured—and Goebbels is 
howling again; but now it is shrieks of pain as 
he berates “the murderous Allies” for the 
deaths and devastation they are causing.

So, time moved on and left them. The sand and the wind blew, 
other conquerors came; vandals and unbelievers came, and not 
much is left.

Most of the great kings are remembered only because some 
poet wrote of them or some historian noted the years of their rule

WASHINGTON, 
Reserves Dec. 5.—Our heavy 
; losses In the taking 
Essential of those small island 
patches of Tarawa and Makin in 
the Gilberts is another reminder 
of the reasons for the expected 
call of the full draft of 300,000 
men in January, just as a new 
crop of peace rumors had come 
into full bloom. 

The business of the armed 
forces is to keep right. on fight- 
ing until the word comes to cease 
firing. That is afl they have to 
do with peace, and that is their 
way of making peace. 

They do not forget that after 
they have made peace in their 
way with Germany they will have 
to make it with Japan. As our 
military leaders see it, the more 
force our enemies know is piling 
up in reserve as a mighty, rising 
tidal wave against them, the soon- 
er both will quit, with a corre- 
sponding smaller casualty list for 
the Allies. 

The Navy did not plan to reach 
its full quota of personnel . until 
1944, when the immense number 
of ships building would be in com- 
mission. And the Army has not 


_yet the 7,700,000 men, the number 


in its program to which it has 
stubbornly adhered. 

As the war has progressed it 
has called for more warships. Al- 
ready tthe Navy has 40 aircraft 
carriers, large and small, includ- 
ing* those converted from mer- 
chant ships and from some naval 
ships after building had begun. 
This means more flying and main- 
tenance personnel,

back. The Army holds its view 
is justified in a survey of all the 
fronts around the world from Rus- 
sia and back again to Russia.

current peace rumors threatened 
to encourage overconfidence,; thus 
diminishing the vigor of our war 
effort, comes on the heels of a 
like warning from the Moscow 
press at the same time Moscow 
tells us that the Russian army is 
narrowing the escape corridor be- 
yond Gomel for 250,000 Germans 
who are all but penned in.

If there had been 
sufficient Ang]o- 
American power in 
Italy Berlin might 


have heard before this that the’ 


British and American flags were 
already flying in Rome. If Gen- 
eral MacArthur had enough men, 
guns, planes and ships he might 
already be in Rabaul. 

With enough power General 
Chiang Kai-shek might .have an 


airfield on the China coast in 


range of Tokyo; and Admiral 
Mountbatten might have recap- 
tured Burma and Singapore for 
Britain. 

The military and naval reason- 
ing is that there cannot be too 
many men, guns, planes and ship§. 
What the Army sees is hugger- 
mugger army fighting in Russia, 
in Italy and on the Pacific islands 
without our being yet on German 
or Japanese soil proper. 

In spite of the tremendous 
bombing and shelling protection 
for our troops, the Japs swept our 
landing in the Gilberts with most 
destructive gun and machine fire. 
We won, but at a price, which 
augurs the greater one we shall 
have to count on paying in gain- 
ing further bases nearer Tokyo 
and in opening a front in western 
Europe,

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WHAT STEPS TO TAKE WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Now that 


the death sentence has been im- 
posed an the Japanese empire by the Cairo declaration it is intert- 
esting to consider which of several steps we are to take to execute it. 
According to competent military analysts, there are six ways to 
get at Japan—three of them from Asia and three 

from the Pacific. 

The shortest and cheapest route of attack 
would be through Siberia. From Vladivostox 
and other key points in Siberia the distance to 
Tokyo is only about 600 miles, or the same as 
that between London and Berlin. Obviously if 
we could establish proper air bases there, we 
would be able to batter the haughty Japs to their 
knees, as it should not take many of our heavy 
bombers to reduce Japan’s straw and paper 
cities to ashes. 

But Siberia is out as a point of attack, at least 
until the European end of the war is over. Even 
if Russia turned bases there over to us now, we 
would not be able to hold them, any more than 
the British were able to hold Singapore after the 
Japs had concentrated large forces above the 

Malay peninsula in French Indo-China. | 
So long as the Russians continue in a death struggle with the 
Germans on the western front we have neither the right to expect 
or to demand concessions in Siberia. That will have to wait. 


. The second cheapest afd shortest route 
SHORTEST ROUTE is from the China coast, ae pony 
is within easy striking distance of Japan proper. ut that is 
also closed ~ wl at the moment. There is hardly any likelihood 
of a successful China offensive reclaiming the seaboard opposite 
Japan until we are able to give Chiang Kai-shek’s forces far more 
supplies and equipment than we have been able to deliver thus 
far. In the meantime, the Chinese will do well to hold their own. 
The third Asiatic route lies through Burma and Malaya and 
around Singapore, the longest of the lot. It is along this route 
that Lord Mountbatten is expected to strike soon with forces con- 
centrated in India. ; 

Even if Mountbatten should succeed in reopening the Burma 
Road,- however, that alone would not be sufficient to supply the 
Chinese with all of their military needs, as the road is said to be 
capable of carrying only 40,000 tons monthly of the 1,000,000 
tons required. 

Hence Lord Mountbatten will find it necessary, not only to 
recapture Burma, but also a number of South China ports through 
which the flow of materials could be started. 

From the Pacific the shortest route is by way of the Aleutians. 
So long as Siberia is neutral, however, bad weather and inadequate 
naval bases in the northern string of islands make that sector un- 
desirable for important offensive operations. 

The other two routes are through the South Pacific, one through 
the center of the Dutch East Indies and the other through the 
Solomons area, where General MacArthur is operating. Both have 
been heavily fortified by the Japs since they moved in, almost , 
unopposed, during the early stages of the war. 


STEPPING STONES The Philippines are the chief stepping 
stones to Japan along these latter routes 


of attack. What is going on in the outlying Gilbert Islands now 
strongly suggests that General MacArthur and Admiral Nimitz, our 
Pacific commanders, are clearing the way for a frontal assault on 
the Philippines. 

Military experts point out that we could not well afford to make 
a move for the recapture of the Philippines until we have fortified 
ourselves with supporting island bases off to the side and in the 
rear. Perhaps the next preliminary move will be to neutralize the 
great Jap naval base at Truk, which at present offers a threat to 
any offensive action aimed at the’Philippines. 

It might not be necessary to occupy Truk as we have other 
islands in the area. Once we are able to plant our bombers within 
easy range of the great naval base, the Japs will have to pull out 
with their surface vessels, or make them the victims of a devas- 
tating aerial blasting. There is little doubt of what they would do. 

It seems, therefore, that the major move toward executing the 
Cairo death sentence will come through the Philippines, From 
bases re-established there General MacArthur, according to the 
experts, would be able to completely sever the Japanese lifeline 
extending from the mainland to all of the rich new provinces that 
have been taken in the South Pacific. 

Those who are in position to know say it would be impossible 
for the Japs to get their ships through the comparatively narrow 
waters of the China Sea between the Chinese mainland and the 
Philippines. Our bombers, based on the Philippines, would be able 
to intercept them going and coming. 


NOT SUFFICIENT But as important as that would be in 


forcing the Japs back on their home 
islands, it would not be sufficient within itself to bring Tokyo 
to its knees. Other extended and costly operations would have 
to follow. 

Any way we look at it, the execution of the Cairo death sen- 
tence will be a long and tedious process which promises to go well 
beyond the European end of the war. 

One ray of hope is held out in the great new super type of 
bomber which General H. H. Arnold, our chief of air forces, has 
mentioned as in the course of development. According to the Ger- 
mans, we already have a number of these new super monsters 
in the air. 

It is not unreasonable to suppose, as Tokyo itself has announced, 
that the extra big bombers, far greater in size than the Liberators 
and Flying Fortresses, are being built specially for service against 
Japan. That being true, here, then, is still a seventh route of attack 
which may be capable of employment from any direction. 

If the bombers have the 10,000-mile range that the Japs credit 
them with, they could be used against Japanese cities from either 
Alaska or Australia with equal effect. One way or another, we are 
determined to get the little rats.

CONSOLATION, 


Editor Constitution: May a com- 
ment be offéred, after nearly a 
week, on your column of Novem- 
ber 27, beginning, “If I should 
die .’? The subject dealt 
with has so universal and un- 
changing an appeal that what is 
said here is not, perhaps, out of 
place. 

Within two years there have 
been more than a hundred thou- 
sand American casualties of war. 
And these are but a fraction of 
the total disasters of the world- 
wide struggle. Each one has doubt- 
less brought to numbers of others 
ths need for that consolation a .out 
which you were writing, The bur- 
den of the world’s distress is be- 
yond measurement in words. 

Such death is a touchstone to 
test the values of life’s activities, 
purposes and hopes. At other 
times a man may shape thought 
along idle and useless lines; but 
not then. As you point out con- 
vincingly, he finds no relief for 
sorrow in the silence of agnos- 
ticism, the guesses of philosophy, 
the materialism of an Omar, the 
mysticism of nobler poets, not 
even in the stern virtue of a Stoic. 


The purpose of Christian teach- 
ing is to comfort and strengthen. 
It is not, primarily, theology, nor 
moral code, nor religious ritual. 
It is not “faith,” regarded as a 
rationalizing process. It is a trans- 
forming experience, or it is noth- 
ing. 

The greatest of individual 
Christians was quite certain about 
this. He based everything on the 
resurrection of Christ as a dem- 
onstraiton of the power and pur- 
pose of God. “If Christ be not 
raised, your faith is vain... 
So in Christ shall all be made 
alive. . . . If in this life only we 
have hope in Christ, we are of all 
men most miserable.” 

What shall we say then to those 
whose boys are among the “miss- 
ing”? If dead, they died for a 
cause they believed to be worth 
the sacrifice and so displayed the 
noblest of human qualities: self- 
lessness and courage. Moreover, 
such deeds and lives do not per- 
ish in God’s world. They will be 
gathered in some way that pleases 
Him whose nature is love. And 
the proof of this confidence, eter- 
nally sure, lies in the life and min- 
istry of Jesus. 

May I add one:word about 
“those persons who afe not, be- 
cause of educational and oppor- 
tunity lacks, very articulate,” for 
whom you feel special sorrow. In 
reality, those least vocal find con- 
solation most quickly. They do 
not trouble about fine-drawn ar- 
gument; they have, ‘frequently, 
living faith, They may well be 
the “poor,” whom God chooses to 
be heirs of His kingdom.

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Infant Care Plan Chief Blames 
Dread of Socialized Medicine

The fear of socialized medicine 
on the part of physicians and 
hospitals—not crowded conditions 
and financial problems—is dead- 
locking the federal emergency 
maternity and infant care pro- 
gram which congress set up to 
provide free maternal care for 
wives of enlisted men of the four 
lowest grades. 

This is the opinion of Major 


James F. Morrison, chief of the) 
fourth service command branch | 


of Army Emergency Relief, whose 
office, he revealed yesterday, has 
run into “no difficulty whatever” 
in finding doctors and hospitals 
to take care of such cases, at the 


rate of 90 a week in the seven | 


southeastern states.

ulated program fails we can Ssuc- 
ceed.” he said, “because where 
they handle all cases by flat 
agreements with doctors and hos- 
pitals, we handle each case indi- 
vidually in whatever manner 
seems best in each particular in- 
stance. Their program is branded 
by medical associations as an 
opening wedge toward socialized 
medicine, while ours works on 
the same old doctor-patient rela- 
tionship that has been in practice 
for years.”

Major Morrison’s’ statement 
came as result of an article in 
The Constitution in which a local 
administrator of the federal pro- 
gram pointed out that in Georgia, 
the program is not working well 
because: (1) Georgia hospitals are 
crowded; (2) the rates set up un- 
der the federal program—$4.25 
per day for hospital rooms with 
few exceptions, $40 doctor fee for 
the delivery—are such that to 
participate in the program many 
hospitals and doctors would oper- 
ate at a loss; (3) Georgia has a 
high illegitimacy rate and the ma- 
ternity care provided by the law 
extends only to legitimately mar- 
ried mothers.

Tests Show Inaccuracy 


| Of Japanese Weapons 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—(?)— 
The War Department reported to- 
day that tests of the latest Japa- 
nese rifle and light machinegun 
show they are inaccurate at long 
range. 

Tests conducted at the Aber- 
deen Proving Ground, Maryland, 
and at six arsenals, the Army 
said, prove that the new Japanese 
rifle, a manually-operated bolt- 
action weapon with an incréased 
bore of .303 caliber, is inaccurate 
at a range of more than 350 yards. 

The Japanese light machinegun 
can fire 30 rounds in three sec- 
onds, the Army added, but the 
effective rate of fire is reduced 
to 200 to 300 rounds per minute 
and at 500 yards does not com- 
pare in accuracy with the Ameri- 
can .30 caliber Browning which 
fires 500 to 600 rounds a minute. 

Experts of the Ordnance De- 
partment obtained this informa- 
tion from captured enemy arms 
in their search for information 
‘about the latest enemy equipment.
